“1 have great plensare in visiting, for the firet
thne, the vity of Frederick, of which 1 have
henrd so much during the period of the late He-
bellion, and which, too, stood up maafally for
the maintenance of & whole Union. | expected
to visit this eity some years ago, but found
myself unable to do ko; but now that I have
found go many friends, and have been so grati-
fied with what I have seen at vour falr, and en-
joyved of your hospliality, 1 hope at some {atnre
thne to visit yon again.’

The President was loudly cheered, and in the
commities room received the multitude, shaking
hands as they severally passed before him, It
shonld have been stated that Secretary Cox was
with the party.

The President and anl_\‘ dined on the falr
grounds, After which they wero escorted Lo the
Judges' stand, to witness a trot of horses to
stlkel#, which eontinned for peveral hours. The
contests were exciting throughout, the best time
being 294, Detween the heats a number of la-
dics were presented to the President, and the
¢rowd in the Immediate locality greeted him
with cheers. It is estimated that from 12,000 to
15,000 perrons, including many ladles, were pre-
eent during the afternoon on the grounds., The
committee of arrangements and citizens paid
every attention to the comiort and enjoyment of
the guests.

The town of Beja has revolted, and
the Inhabitants are fying. Troops bave been
sent to restore order.  8ix thousand rebels have
submitted to the Government offleers m Tarr-
gona, Barcelonn, and vieinity. The republican
leaders, Paul and Salvoctea, abaudoned by their
followers, have fled to Glbraltar.,
The latter, after leaving Saragossa, was do-
feated while retiring through Aundalusia, and 70
of hia men were Killed and the remainder dis-
persed.
A numbet of Republican journals published in
the provinees have bheen suppresead by the loenl
authorities for Inciting insurrection.
The deputies to the Cortes, composing the
republican minority, have absented themsclves
from the Chamber, und many are supposed to
be concealed In this city or viclolyy. It is
rumored that the Governwent intends to arrest
them, under authority of the late act suspending
individual rights,
The committee appointed by the Cortes Lo in-
quire into the condnet of the Republican depu-
ties in the present Insurrection, recominend
that & vole of censure be passed against the Re-
mblican minnrilfr for leaving their seats in the
'hmute' and that legal proceedings be commenced
againat those deputies who have taken an active
part in the rebellion. The Cortes has passed a
vote of thunks to the defenders of Los Tunag, in
Cubn. Deputies from Porto Rico have appenred
in the Cortes. One of their firet nets was to
present o demand for colonial libertics and
reforms.
This gave rise toan interesting debate. De-
puty Artryo alluded vo the unswerving fidelity

of Porto Rico, and declared that its union,
through love, with Spain, would be greatly

strengthened by the conferring ot the liberties
